Garter to resume efforts to free hostages 
from Teheran by non-military means 


Hostages said 
moved out of 
U.S. embassy 

TEHERAN. — Students holding the 
U S. embassy hostages fiald yester- 
day th.it their hostages had been 
moved out of the occupied com- 
pound and dispersed across Iran 
following Friday’s Abortive mission 
by American commandos to free 
them. 

President Abolhuasan Banl-Sadr 
confirmed that (he 49 hostages were 
taken out of the embassy where 
they had been held since November 
4, bui denied that the government 
was taking control of them. 

The students sold in a statement: 
"In order to deprive lU.S- Presi- 
dent Jimmyi Carter of the excuse 
for invasion, and In order that all 
the people of the nation should take 
part directly in keeping the 
hostages, and in order that 
America should realize these dirty 
measures have no result, it wus 
decided the hostages will be kept in 
cities ail over the country." 

Friday night the students 
threatened to kill the hostages If 
the U.S. attempted a repeat of the 
rescue bid, which Carter called off 
after some of the helicopters In- 
tended to ferry out the Americans 
broke dawn at a desert landing strip 
500 km. frum Teheran. 

Alter a press conference. Bani- 
Sadr charged that the rescue mis- 
sion was part of a U.S. plan to move’ 
Iranian affairs "In a direction 
leading to :hc overthrow of the cen- 
tral authority and to the creation of 
an Ideal American regime .* 1 

But he said -he had approved the 
return to the U.S. of the bodies of 
commandos who^dled In a 
helicopter and plane collision as the 
expedition was pulling out.

90 servicemen, left the country.

Months of planning 
for ‘Blue Light’ raid 


NEW YORK. - • The attempt to 
rescue the Americans being held 
host-igv in Iran was approved by 
U.S. Pn*Mid«*itt Jimmy Carter just 
two weeks ago but was conceived 
suon after the U.S. Embassy In 
Teheran was seized last November 
4. 

Following Is a reconstruction of 
the mission, based on reports from 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown 
and other officials: 

Some lime after dark on Thurs- 
day night a 90- member military 
task force and another 90 support 
personnel and air crews embarked 
on the rescue operation. 

At the outset there were eight 
helicopters — each capable cf 
carrying W men — and six C-136 
transport planes; all of which were 
to rendezvous In a remote Iranian 
sand desert about 500 km. southeast 
.of Teheran. 

Brown said the helicopters flew 
off the USS Nlmltz in the Arabian 
flea and were airborne about 500 
nautical miles before they reached 
tfie desert. 

There, they wefe to be refuelled 
from the transport planes for their 
Journey to Teheran. 

Only six helicopters were needed 
for the rescue. Brown said, but, 
because wc knew the long, arduous 
trip would tax the capacity of the 
helicopters, we added redundancy 
ft wo extra/ to assure that we could 
continue if some uf them became 
unusable." 

-As it turned out, two helicopters 
had problems en route. One landed 
in the desert and its crew was 
swooped up by another copter 
which went on to the refuelling site. 

The secund helicopter went back 
to the Nimitz. 

The turning point came when. 
"upon arrival at the desert landing 
site, a third helicopter experienced 
a.acvcre hydraulic malfunction 
which put it out of commission," 
Brown said. 

"The operation plan provided for 
termination of the mission if there 
were less than six helicopters 


operational at this point." he said. 
"Therefore, we decided to call off 
the remainder of the operation and 
to extract all of the personnel." 

But the men. having been on the 
ground for about three hours at this 
stage, met their worst problem 
while trying to depart in the dark. 

"A helicopter and a C-130 aircraft 
collided," Brown said. "Both Im- 
mediately caught fire. Eight of our 
men were killed and four others suf- 
fered burns. A fifth suffered lighter 
injuries. To ensure the safe evacua- 
tion of the rest of the party, the 
commander on the scene directed 
his men to leave the helicopters ami 
depart on the remaining C-ISGs." 

, Rrnwn said the .crews left behind 
four functioning helicopters, a dis- 
abled one, the banting wreckage 
and the dead bodies. 

He said no Iranian military per- 
sonnel were encountered and no 
Iranians knew of the operation until 
everyone was safely out of the coun- 
try r except for a busload of civilians 
whose bus happened upon the 
scene. They were detained until the 
Americans left.

WASHINGTON. — President 
Jimmy Carter says he "will not 
give up" In his bid to free the 
U.S. hostages in Iran. Carter, 
who spent yesterday at the 
White House to monitor possi- 
ble developments In Iran, call- 
ed upon U.S. allies to bring 
pressure on the Teheran 
government. 

The failure of the commando raid 
left Carter with little choice but to 
pursue economic and political sane- 
tions already in force against Iran, 
U.S. officials said. 

The dispersal of the hostages 
throughout Iran made it virtually 
impossible that another rescue 
operation, which officials sold was 
no 1 being contemplated, could 
suc c ee d . 

Carter said In a Friday morning 
television address to the American 
people; "We will seek to con- 
tinue... a prompt resolution of the 
crisis without any loss of life and 
through peaceful and diplomatic 
means- " 

Carter acknowledged that the 
complex operation — performed at 
night in a salt desert about 500 km. 
from Teheran — was "certain to be 
dangerous." 

"It was my decision to attempt 
the rescue operation." Carter said. 
"It was my decision to cancel It 
when problems developed in the 
placement of our rescue team for a 
future rescue operation. The 
responsibility is fully my own." 

The administration moved quick- 
ly to explain to American allies 
Washington's decision not to inform 
them In advance about the raid. 

Carter sent messages stressing 
that the operation was a rescue 
mission, not military action against 


Iran, and that secrecy had been es- 
sentia] to protect the lives of 
American troops. 

On Capitol Hill. Che attempted 
raid triggered bitter debate on 
whether Carter had violated the 
War Powers Act by not consulting 
Congress In advance. 

Representative Clement 
Zabiocki, Democrat-Wiscorsin. 
chairman of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee and an author of- 
the act. said "it was stupid" of 
Carter not to consult Congress and, 
said he will hold hearings. Zabiocki • 
charged that the law had been 
violated. __ 

Senator Frank Church, Democrat 
of Idaho and chairman of the. 
Senate Foreign Relations Com-; 
mittec. which will also hold- 
hearings, said the act "clearly re- 
quires consultation." 

But Carter's supporters said the 
act only requires consultation "in 
every possible instance." so the 
president was not required to con- 
sult Congress in advance. 

Former assistant secretary of - 
state Joseph Sisco said advance 
consultation with Congress would 
have put the Irar. mission "in grave 
risk." 

Sen. John Warner, Republican- - 
Virginia, said Carter's attempted! 
raid “falls within a gray area of the! 
War Powers Act. 1 think it is doubt- - 
ful he should have come to.' 
Congress on this specific mission." 

The act says: "The president In 
every possible instance shall con- 
sult with Congress before In- 
troducing U.S. armed forces into 
hostilities or into situations where

Carter leading in Michigan caucus 


DETROIT (Reuter). — President 
Jimmy Carter moved slightly 
ahead of Senator Edward Kennedy 
last night In Michigan’s 
Democratic Party caucuses, the 
first test of popular opinion in the 
presidential election campaign 
since the abortive rescue mission in 
Iran. 

With some 70 per cent of the 
ballots counted. Garter bad 48.8 per 
cent and Kennedy 47.2 per cent of 
the vote for 141 stale delegates to 


the party's nominating convention. 

Political pundits had predicted a 
defeat for the president, an- 
ticipating some backlash from the 
botched rescue attempt. 

But Michigan Democratic Party 
officials said the ill-fated mission, 
which left eight Americans dead in 
the Iranian desert, apparently had 
no immediate repercussions for the 
president. 

Only 18.000 Democrats were ex- 
pected to cast votes in the caucuses. 


Resolution expected today in Bogota 


BOGOTA (AP). — The Colombian 
government said yesterday that "a 
satisfactory balance" had been 
acMoved. and expectation* rose 
that leftist guerrillas would soon 
release 18 persons, including 16 
diplomats, held hostage inside the 
Dominican Republic Embassy lor 
the past two months. One of them is 
Israel Ambassador Eliahu Barak. 

A government communique said 
another negotiating session would 
be held this morning In an effort to 
finalize an agreement, under which 
(t Is believed U.S. Ambassador 
Diego Ascnclo and four otber 
dlplomats would be flown with the 
terrorists to Cuba, then to Vienna 


where they would be released. 

The communique issued early 
yesterday afternoon said 
negotiators •'constructed a 
satisfactory balance" to end the 
dispute. 

Under the reported release plan, 
, sources said, a plane would tAke the 
terrorists and five diplomats to 
Cuba, where it Is likely to refuel and 
fly to Vienna. There the leftists 
would decide on their final destina- 
tion and the other diplomats would 
be freed.

PL0 forces kill Shiite 
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activist in S. Lebanon

METULLA. - A young Shia 
Moslem from the village of Byut a- 
Sa'id near the coast of South 
Lebanon, north of Nakoura. was 
murdered late Thursday night by 
terrorists. 

Amar Sharif. 17. known as an ac- 
tivist In the Amal organization of 
Shia Moslems in Lebanon, was shot 
near a Dutch UNIFIL position 
along the line separating the UN 
forces from territory controlled by 
militia leader Sa’ad Haddad. 

A spokesman for Haddad, Louis 
Assis. said that the terrorists had 
arrived in three vehicles, passing 
all the UNIFIL roadblocks with no 
difficulty, and- shot the youth dear 
his house. Haddad delivered a 
strong protest to UN headquarters, 
charging that Palestine Liberation 
Organization forces are continuing 
to act in territory the UN controls 
as if it were their own. 

Haddad added that the PLO 
maintains close contacts with the 
UN. through liaison officers at- 
tached to all UNIFIL units. 

The Bazi family of the South 
Lebanon town of Bint Jbail 
reiterated over the weekend its de- 
mand that a sul ha he arr anged 
between it and the Irish UNIFIL 
detachment. The family warned the 
Irish that the UN’s failure to res- 
pond to their offer constituted a 
statement of intent to remain in 
confrontation with the villagers. 


Rut indirect contacts continued 
between the family .and officers 
from the Irish unit. The latter 
reported that their government was 
opposed to any agreement and was 
preventing an Initiative by UNIFIL 
commander -Gen. Emmanuel 
Erskine. 

Early Friday morning, the PLO 
laid several anti-vehicle mines in 
the western area of Soutb Lebanon. 
The mines, of Russian manufac- 
ture, were discovered by travellers 
on the roads and defus ed. They 
were near Irish UNIFIL positions 
between the villages of Bar as hit 
and Kounin. and near Kalaat 
Sham a close to the Dutch positions. 

The Lebanese English-language 
daily "Ike" reported yesterday that 
Holland and Norway are con- 
sidering removing their . troops 
from Lebanon if the situation con- 
■ti nues to deteriorate. Haddad 
charged that the Dutch and 
Norwegians had fallen into a 
propaganda trap set for them by 
the PLO and the Irish. 

Haddad warned that if* the 
Norwegians’ hostile tendency con- 
tinues, he will not allow Norwegian 
UNIFIL soldiers to be deployed in 
hfs territory. 

Norwegians are scheduled to 
replace Nepalese troops, deployed 
at several positions within Had- 
dad’s territory. The Nepalese are 
scheduled to leave the country in a 
few days for a referendum tn 
Nepal. 


U.S. failure ‘par for the course’ 




STANFORD, California (UPI). — A 
psychiatrist and hostage expert 
said Friday Americans failed in 
their' Iranian hostage rescue 
because they lack the "do-or-die 
attitude" of the Israelis. 

Dr. Donald Lunde said in a state- 
ment that an examination of U.S. 
rescue attempts "has shown the one 
in Iran to be "par for the course." 

* ' 'The United States, unlike Israel , 
is notoriously unsuccessful." he 
said. "When we sent helicopters to 
North Vietnam to rescue our 
prisoners of war. the camp was 
empty. The Mayaguez episode was 
somewhat similar. 


"We don’t have any precedent in 
recent years for carrying these 
things off." 

The doctor, appointed by a court 
to examine the kidnap victim- 
turned- terrorist Patricia Hearst 
after her arrest, said the Israelis 
are successful because they have 


"a whole different psychology.” 

"They view themselves as cut off, 
surrounded by hostile nations." he 
said. "They have a dd-or-cUe at- 
titude which makes them much 
more willing to risk their lives. 

"Their lives are at risk all the 
time anyway: they have to survive 
that way.

Peres call for talks

Allies angry over Carter surprise 


BRUSSELS. — U.S. President Jim- 
my Carter’s abortive attempt at a 
military rescue of the American 
hostages in Teheran stunned Ws 
European allies Friday and 
brought angry condemnation from 
his foes in the Soviet Bloc and the 
Middle East. 

"I can tell you there was no con- 
sultation. repeat no consulations." 
a NATO spokesman in Brussels 
said. 

A high-ranking Common Market 
administrator In Brussels, who 
declined use of his name, said: "We 
went to all this trouble to show 
solidarity, with Carter's position 
and then he pulls something like 
this. It’s a disgrace.” He wept on: 
"The reaction is very bitter. I think 
‘upset' is too mild a word.” 

But a spokesman for British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
said yesterday that she was."very 
much moved" by Carter’s address 
to the nation Friday announcing the 
ill-fated rescue bid. 

She sent Carter a personal letter 
.expressing the “greatest admira- 
tion for the courage you have 


shown." the spokesman said. 

French President Valery GIscard 
d’Estaing’s political party also 
reacted in an understanding tone to 
the U.S. hostage rescue bid. blam- 
ing the-crisis on the Iranian 
militants. But there was no com- 
ment by the French Government. 

Much of the government-run 
press in the Soviet Bloc followed 
Moscow's line In denouncing the 
abortive rescue. Only maverick 
Rumania took a more objective 
view, noting that the hostage- 
holding by Iran also, is a “violation 
of international law.” 

China's Xinhua News Agency 
carried Iranian and U.S. reports of 
the incident, without any comment. 

Australian Foreign Minister An- 
drew Peacock said the U.S. mission 
was .“unde rstandable and Its 
failure regretted-” 

In Delhi, a foreign ministry 
spokesman said, "India cannot con- 
done military adventurism of the 
type inherent In the attempt of the 
United States” to rescue its 
hostages.

2 ex-CIA men indicted for 
aiding Libyan terrorism 


WASHINGTON (UPI>. — A federal 
grand jury has indicted two former 
CIA employees on charges that 
they conspired to smuggle ex- 
plosives to Libya for a terror train- 
ing project and to plot the $lm. 
assassination of a Libyan defector. 

The grand jury returned a sealed 
indictment last Wednesday, and it 
was made public with Friday's 
arrest at a suburban Secret Service 
training academy of Frank Terpil, 
42, & former CIA employee. Terpil 
was also alleged to have sold the 
government of deposed Ugandan 
leader Id! Amin more than |3m. in 
surveillance and special weapons. 

The other ex-CIA official, Edwin 
Wilson, 52. is believed to be out ot 
the U.S. 

Also named In the 10-count indict- 
ment was Jerome Brower, presi- 
dent of J.S. Brower and Associates, 
an explosives manufacturer in 
Pomona, California, who allegedly 
lied to the grand jury about bis 
sales to Wilson And Terpil. 

The Indictment charges Wilson 
and Terpil conspired to sell the Li- 


byan government explosives and 
timing devices and to hire demoli- 
tion experts “necessary to make 
explosive devices and to teacb 
others how to make explosive 
devices In a terrorist training pro- 
ject." 

Wilson and Terpil allegedly 
shipped hundreds of kilograms of 
explosives to Libya in 1976 and 1977. 

The indictment said "one or more 
of these bombs killed several 
Libyans and injured three 
American employees" of Wilson. 
Sources said the explosion wag an 
accident at a terrorist training site. 

It is alleged that the two men con- 
spired to use their CIA association 
to hire an assassin to murder Umar 
Abdullah Muhayshi, a former 
member of the Libyan 
Revolutionary Council who had 
defected to Egypt. 

The two men sought to suggest 
"that the planned murder was 
sponsored and supported by the 
Central Intelligence Agency or 
some other government's in- 
telligence agency," according to 
charges. 


Arabs jailed for Berlin bombing plan 


BERLIN (AP). — A Berlin state 
court on Thursday sentenced six 
Palestinians, believed to be 
members of the PLO, to prison 
sentences ranging from 2V& to 3% 
years on charges of preparing a 
bomb attack on a Berlin storage 
tank area. 

The court found the men guilty of 
planning the bombing in March and 
April of last year. 


Shortly before the attack was to 
take place, however, police dis- 
covered the explosives in a locker 
at the Berlin Zoo train station and a 
Berlin apartment. . . 

A tumult broke out in the cour- 
troom when the sentences were 
read after one of the defendants 
threw a shoe at the court inter- 
preter. The judge ordered the 
visitors' gallery emptied and the 
proceeding continued. 


New U.S. Navy punishment: ear-stitch 


VIRGINIA BEACH, Virginia (AP). 
— A sailor who became violent 
while being treated at a military 
clinic here was strapped to a 
hospital bed and his ears were sewn 
to the bedding for punishment, the 
U.S. Navy confirmed Thursday. 

A naval regional medical centre 
spokesman said an Investigation by 
the naval investigative service 


• showed that allegations in the case 
“are true” and that suspects "have 
been identified." 

The stitching allegedly took 
place early April 12 at the Navy's 
Boone Clinic at Little Creek 
Amphibious Base when the sailor 
angered an unidentified Navy 
hospital corpsman in the clinic’s 
emergency room.

leaders met with officials at 
Oudtshoom High School and agreed 
to return to their classes tomorrow 
after airing their grievances. 
Educational sources said 
protesters at other schools were ex- 
pected to follow suit. 

The government, meanwhile, 
adopted a conciliatory attitude. 
Coloured Affairs Minister Marais 
Steyn said he would like to meet 
with the students to discuss their 
problems. 

“My door is open to them, but the 
initiative has to come from their 
side," he said. "They must decide 
how they would like to meet me." 

At the same time, -he said he 
withdrew his threat to close the 
schools tomorrow unless classes 
returned to normal. 

Steyn said only 9 per cent of the 
750,000 coloured students joined in 
the protest strike and that he had 
met with leaders to discuss giving 
students in the community the 
same educational facilities receiv- 
ed by white youths. 

In Pretoria, meanwhile, three 
doctors who treated black leader 
Steve Biko shortly before he died of' 
bead injuries In a pofice cell three 
years ago were 'deared of miscon- 
duct by a professional hoard of In- 
quiry. 

Spokesmen for the South African

A U.S. Customs agent alerted the 
FBI after he became auspicious of 
cars at the port awaiting transfer to 
a ship, agent Michael McDonnell 
said. According to McDonnell, 92 
full-sized. American-made, late- 
model cars were Impounded at the 
port on Thursday and 12 more at the 
warehouse on Friday.

*RL AVIV UNIVERSITY once 
fain made history, this time with 
broader than academic im- 
plications. when it recently hosted 
the first international colloquium on 
The Historical Interpretation and 
Self-View in Egypt and Israel” to 
niark the inauguration of the Chair 
m the History of Egypt and Israel, 
vith Prof. Shimon Shamir as its 
Rrst occupant. 

The inauguration ceremony was 
Idressed hy the Minister of Trade- 
.md Industry Gideon Patt. and 
Egyptian Charge d’Affairfes 
Mohammed Khuzandar. 

As expected, colloquium proved 
to be a newsworthy event, par- 
ticularly due to the address 
delivered by the First Secretary of 
the Embassy of the Arab Republic 
of Egypt, Dr. Ahmed M. Gomaa, in 
his debut before an Israeli 
audience. 

Apart from being a seasoned 
diplomat. Gomaa has acquired 
something of a scholarly reputation 
with his book “Foundation of the 
Arab League.” which is regarded 
as the standard work on the sub- 
ject. Considering the official Cairo 
line of playing down its ties with 
Israel, his presence and that of the 
octogenarian Dr. Hussein Fawzi, of 
the Institute of Egypt, seemed an 
encouraging sign. 

Gomaa turned out to be a skilled 
exponent of his country's position 
and was disarmingly frank about 
Lhe difficulties facing President 
Sadat. His focussing on the burning 
<ssues of the day. the main burden 
if which was the need for Israel to 
ie more forthcoming in its dealings 
vith Egypt because of internal and 
•xternal pressures on the Sadat 
'egime, has already received ex- 
enslve publicity. But his insights 
nta the Egyptian personality were 
lot less interesting. 

He explained the dominant en- 
ir on mental influence of the Nile, 
.-hich has acquired the qualities of 
ie Deity. The Nile and the central 
overnment (with its bureaucracyl 
ave both been treated with 
everence since the dawn of 
istory. The people, for example, 
ilunteered their labour in the eon- 
ruction of the Pyramids as an ex- 
-ession of respect for the central 
jvemment of the Pharaohs. En- 
ronmental influences produced 
lacidity. endurance, self- 
iscipline and fatalism as the 
redominant traits in the peasantry 
lat comprises the vast majority of 
le Egyptian people, Gomaa said. 

He then spoke of the modern syn- 
lesis between a number of trends : 
igypt's position as a Mediterra- 
ean country, the glorification of its 
reat Pharaonic heritage, its cen- 
rality in the Islamic world, and 
Qgvptian nationalism. 

He advised Israelis not to un- 


derestimate the importance of the 
Arabic self-view of Egyptians, or 
the self-i merest of so many Egyp- 
tians in maintaining their country's 
Arab commitments. 

A differing view was offered by 
Dr. Fnwzi. who was described by 
Shilonh Institute head, Prof. 
It a mar Rabinovich, as “a 
Renaissance man." Having excell- 
ed in science and medicine, he had 
later carved a notable niche for 
himself in the arts and Egyptian 
literature. 

The scholar said. “Whether I am 
an Arab or not an Arab doesn't 
bother me. for I am above all an 
Egyptian.” He dwelt on Egypt’s 
contribution to civilization, the 
great influence of Ancient Egypt on 
Greece and Rome, and the central 
place of the early Egyptian Church 
in the development of Christianity. 

He proceeded to deal with the 
focal role of Egypt In Islamic and 
Arab culture, and then referred to 
the ancient ties between the Jews 
and Egypt, with Moses the 
Lawgiver having been raised in 
Pharaoh's Palace, where he ob- 
tained his education and cultural 
background, later transmuted Into 
the heritage of Judaism. 

TAU's Dr. Yisrael Gershoni 
delivered a dazzling dissertation on 
Egyptian intellectual development, 
leading to the current bid to syn- 
thesize the ancient Pharaonic 
heritage with Pan-Arabism. 

Dr. R. Stephen Humphreys of the 
University of Chicago, in speaking 
of Moslem political thinking, ex- 
plained that the Koran and Islamic 
Written Law and Traditions were 
concerned with the obedient com- 
munity obeying the Prophet. 
Traditional Moslem political theory 
was premised on authority being 
held by a charismatic leader, seen 
to enact Divine will. 

As the afternoon progressed it 
became evident that a concerted 
attempt was being made to over- 
come the preconceptions that had 
separated the two peoples, as 
referred to by Gomaa in his opening 
remarks. He spoke of both sides 
haring gazed into distorted images 
of each other. Egypt saw a “foreign 
transplant and Zionist expan- 
sionism,” Israel only discerned “a 
destructive design and corruption." 
He stressed the need for getting to 
know each other and overcome 
prejudices, a sentiment warmly 
echoed by Fawzi. who said: “I don’t 
believe in wars. Sadat acted as he 
did because as a peasant he knows 
what the people want. We can only 
build peace by fostering personal 
contacts." The presence of the first 
Egyptian student at an Israeli 
University seemed to underline this 
message. 

THE MORNING session, on 
“Israel's self- view In the perspec- 
tive of its historical legacy," was 


somewhat topsided due to the 
absence, because of illness, of the 
Hebrew University historian. Prof. 
Jacob Talmon. It exploded Into a 
sharp exchange of polemics 
between Prof. Uriel Tal of TAU and 
Prof. Arthur Hertzberg, whose 
remarks made it upclear whether 
he was talking as a Columbia 
University historian, a World 
Jewish Congress functionary, or a 
protagonist in the Reform versus 
Orhodox controversy. 

Fnwzl was undoubtedly 
fascinated by this noisy Jewish 
family argument, with physics 
professor Tauber taking the 
podium to proclaim that “only 
Gush Emunim knows where it is 
going." 

Tal posed the maximalist credo 
of religious Zionism as expressed 
by Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren (“the 
Almighty gave the land into our 
possession. It may never be 
returned” i and the Har Zion 
Yeshlva (war as a purifying 
process), in contrast to the views of 
those like Prof. Ephraim Urbach 

and the Oz veShalom movement 
who fear that ruling over others will 
undermine Israel’s ethical foun- 
dations. 

This brought Hertzberg to the 
podium to proclaim: “This Is not 
what Zionism Is all about. Zionism 
was created in defiance of the rab- 
bis. The Moetzet Gedolei Hatora 
were consistent in not welcoming 
the President of Israel. Kalisher 
and Alkalai were only in the minori- 
ty in being Zionists and rabbis, the 
Orthodox majority remaining anti- 
Zionist.” 

Hertzberg. an active Reform rab- 
bi. described most of the politically 
theological rabbis quoted by Tal as 
being in the tradition of Shabtai Zvi. 
the false Messiah. He also accused 
the Orthodox rabbinical establish- 
ment in Europe of having stopped 
Jews from coming here in time to 
escape the Holocaust. In his lecture 
on Jewish modernity, Hertzberg 
quoted Yosef Brenner on survival 
by itself not being a virtue, and 
dwelt on the modem Jewish revolt 
against the sense of powerlessness, 
arguing that American Jews were 
fearful of being proven “political, 
paper tigers." In an aside, 
Hertzberg said the autonomy 
scheme had been borrowed from 
the historian Dubnow — who ad- 
vocated persona] autonomy of 
minorities within the multi-national 
Russian Empire — and advised 
with some irony that Dub now 'a 
works be translated into Arabic. 

In the ensuing discussion, 
"Ha'aretz" publisher and editor-in- 
chief Gershom Schocken blamed 
Ben-Gurion for having failed to 
separate religion and state in 1948, 
when he squashed the IZL and tbe 
Palm ah, leaving this unfinished 
business to bedevil Israeli society 
and threaten its fabric.

•TRAITS OF HORMUZ, Oman. — 
ince the start of the Teheran em- 
assy siege the Soviet Union has 
nchored a warship smack in the 
-llddle of the Straits of Hormuz, 
loe one can figure out what the 
jystery boat is doing there. 

“The Russians have had a ship 
nere since early November.” said 
senior Omani naval officer. “It 
as varied from the most modern 
uided missile cruiser down to what 
hey have now, which is a leaky old 
minesweeper with a wooden hull. 
Vhat it’s doing there nobody 
nows." 

Plenty of people would like to find 
at. since the Straits of Hormuz are 
Vobably the world's most lmpor- 
knt shipping lane. 

I A narrow gap of water between 
, man’s desert peninsula and the 
'est coast of Iran, the straits con- 
"ect the Persian Gulf with the Ara- 
ian Sea. 

Through their emerald waters in 
ae shadow of the towering shale 
lountalns of Musandam an oil 
*Unker passes every 19 minutes. 
*We two-thirds of the industrialized 
^Vest's crude oil imports — from 
'“audi Arabia, Iran, Iraq, Kuwait, 
n >atar and the United Arab 
Emirates — transit the straits dally 
their way to Western refineries. 
?fAt their narrowest the straits are 
°5km across, roughly the width of 
English channel. Oman claims 
3 . a 19km territorial limit from the 
J ast aide and Iran the same from 
je west. Nothing remains as inter- 
jational water at the heart of the 


However, as they widen Into the 
Arabian sea, the straits are about 
47km. wide, leaving a slender eight- 
km band of international water 
between the territorial limits of 
Iran and Oman. There sits an 
anchored T-58 Russian 
minesweeper with about 30 men on 
board. 

“This boat has been there for 
nearly a month." said. Capt. 
Malcom Fewtrell as he steered his 
Omani patrol craft on Its daily tour 
of the straits and courtesy call on 
its Russian guest. 

"They aren’t doing anything we 
can detect. They rarely even have 
their radar on. The sailors paint, 
wash the deck or sit out in the sun. 

“Sometimes they wave when we 
come by. But if we get too close 
they may fire off a red flare or spell 
out an obscenity on their signal 
flags." 

It would be natural to suspect the 
boat as an electronic surveillance 
"snooper" ship. But. noted Few- 
trell — a British contract officer 
working for the Omani navy — it 
has no more antennae than any 
other Russian boat. 

“They are In a position to see vir- 
tually everything that goes in and 
out of the straits," he said. "They 
could just be doing a shipping 
count. 

"Then again, you could argue 
they just put it there to get 
everyone wondering and worrying 
what the hell It’s there for." 

Most wondering is done by the 
Omanis who have sole responsibili- 
ty for keeping the area trouble free. 
The Iranian navy, once supreme In 
the Gulf, has rarely been seen since 


the fall of the Shah and Its ships are 
not believed to be In good condition. 

Surprisingly, the Omanis feel lit- 
tle naval protection is really 
necessary. 

"All this talk about threats to the 
straits or some terrorists sinking a 
tanker there is very much ex- 
aggerated.” said a senior Omani 
naval commander. 

"If terrorists blew up a tanker in 
the straits all we would have to do is 
route the traffic around it. There’s 
•plenty of room for that. Once It 
sank, we would sail right over it. 
The water here Is up to 91 metres 
deep." 

Saudi Arabian oil Minister Shaikh 
Ahmed Zakl YamanI once 
suggested that desperate terrorists 
might try to hijack a tanker sailing 
through the straits, but experienced 
sailors dismiss this prospect as 
totally unrealistic. 

"You've got to be a right little 
James Bond to go up the side of a 
tanker steaming at 15 knots," said 
Fewtrell. 

"If I were a madman I might try 
it. but no professional sailor would. 
It's virtually impossible." 

The Omanis do take one threat 
seriously — mines. They are cheap, 
easy to lay and difficult to sweep. A 
few well-placed mines could bottle 
up millions of barrels of oil In the 
Gulf. They are all the more 
dangerous since neither the 
Americans, the Omanis nor any 
other Gulf state has a minesweeper 
in the vicinity. 

Ironically, tbe only minesweeper 
around belongs to the Soviet navy. 
And nobody knows what it's doing 
there.

BEIRUT. — Despite preoc- 
cupations of its own, the Arab world 
is watching with a wary eye as the 
United States hardens Its sanctions 
against Iran and speaks more open* 
ly of using force in the Persian Gulf. 

Arab attitudes, particularly in oil 
countries along the Gulf, are viewed 
as a major consideration for Euro- 
pean nations and Japan weighing 
their own petroleum needs against a 
call by President Jimmy Carter to 
jdin In breaking relations and cut- 
ting off exports to Iran to force the 
release of American hostages in 
Teheran. 

Judging from the assessment of 
Arab analysts here and a range of 
public statements, the key Arab oil 
nations are worried but not upset at 
U.S. sanctions to pressure Iran Into 
freeing the captives. Any military 
moves in the Gulf region, however, 
could become a public opinion light- 
ning rod that even the closest U.S. 
allies such as Saudi Arabia would 
find it difficult to ignore, they say. 

Already Yasser Arafat has warn- 
ed that his PLO terrorists would 
fight on the side of Iran against an 
American attack. His closest sup- 
porters in "the steadfastness and 
confrontation front" — Syria, 
Libya. South Yemen and Algeria — 
have also declared that they too 
back Iran In the showdown with 
Washington. 

The strong words of these 
hardline Arab leaders, however, 
are expected to remain nothin* 
more than that Iran's strident third- 
world opposition to American in- 
fluence in the Middle East and its 
Islamic revolutionary underpin- 
nings make Teheran a natural ally 
for the Arab nationalists. But their 
main concern remains the struggle 
against Israel and they are unlikely 
to shift energy from that cause to 
back Iran beyond declarations of 
support. 

Even their declarations have con- 
tributed to concern, however. In the 
Gulf oil countries whose 
governments have the most at stake 
in the dispute between Iran and the 
United States. Arab sources say a 
main topic of next month's Islamic 
Foreign Ministers' meeting will be 
what to do if the U.S. Imposes a Gulf 
blockade to prevent Iranian oil from 
moving out and manufactured 
goods from moving in. 

The power of Islam to rally public 
opinion against the U.S. was 
dramatically illustrated last fall, 
when mobs attacked U.S. em- 
bassies in Islamabad, Pakistan, and 
Tripoli.'Libya. Similarly, the impor- 
tance Gulf Arabs attach to keeping 
out Western powers has been un- 
derlined by reluctance to cooperate 
openly with Washington in strategic 
responses to the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan. 

In addition, the Gulfs two major 
Arab powers, Saudi Arabia and 
Iraq, have particularly Immediate 
reasons to resist any American 
military action. Saudi Arabia, 
shaken by the Great Mosque 
takeover at Mecca last November, 
is eager to burnish its image as a 
stronghold of Islam to refute the 
Mecca rebels’ contention that the 
royal family was forsaking Moslem 
traditions for swift westernization. 
Iraq, rich and powerful under an 
ambitious President Saddam Hus- 
sein, has for months been seeking 
ways to assume a bigger Gulf role In 
accordance with Hussein's designs 
on non-alignment leadership. 

The Iraqi- Iranian conflict so -far 
has been limited to a war of words, 
punctuated by border exchanges 
and Iraq's expulsion of Sbia 
Moslems suspected of sympathy for 
Iran’s revolution. But nevertheless 
it has captured the attention of the 
Middle East, eclipsing concern over 
Carter’s anti-Iranian measures and 
his threats of force. 

The dispute could also prove ad- 
vantageous to the U.S. in other 
ways. Almost all Arabs have 
declared publicly or privately that 
they will back Iraq whatever 
happens. This show of Arab 
solidarity already has muted sup- 
port Iran could otherwise have ex- 
pected to enjoy among Its Moslem 
Gulf neighbours and nationalist 
Arab states that feel kinship to the 
Iranian revolution. In the event of 
broader hostilities, it could rob Iran 
of nearly all Arab support.

But the PLO has apparently 
decided that, with Assad’s rule 
visibly crumbling, it is time to give 
support to his opponents. 

Assad’s opposition is made up of a 
coalition of parties drawn from the 
majority Sunni community, which 
has long reseated the minority 
Alawite rule of Assad. 

The largest element In this op- 
position coalition is probably the 
Moslem Brothers, who have been 
active in the northern cities of Syria. 
Left-wing and liberal parties, as 
well as buslnsss Interests, are also 
represented In the coalition, which 
has its headquarters In Paris. 

The Syrian opposition has been 
considering for some time whether 
to proclaim a Syrian government In 
»xile. It now appears to believe that 
victory is so close that such a move 
Is no longer necessary. 

The harassed President Assad 
has begun to treat the PLO as a 
direct threat to the security of his 
regime because of the evidence of 
its open Involvement with his op- 
ponents. 

Syrian Moslem Brothers and 
other opposition elements train 
openly in Fatah camps In the 
Ix>b:mon.Thc presence of arms con- 
signments in northern Syria is so 
large that it can no longer be dis- 
guised. 


lhe anti- Assad operations appear 
to be directed by Abu al-Abbas, a 

senior PLO operations commander, 
who Is closely associated with 
Arafat. 

WHAT REMAINS unclear is the 
role of the Soviet Union. The Assad 
regime has for long depended en- 
tirely on Soviet arms assistance, 
and it has sought to harmonise its 
own Interests with those of the 
Russians in the Middle East. 

Although the Soviets supply more 
arras to Iraq than to Syria, the 
Assad regime has always been 
easier to deal with than the Baathlst 
regime in Baghdad. 

If Assad were to fall, the Russians 
would have to move nimbly to win 
over the successor regime. The tim- 
ing of the changeover of Russian 
allegiance could be Of crucial im- 
portance. If they were to withdraw 
their support from Assad now his 
fail would come even more quickly. 

The Russians have so far not 
shown their hand in the Syrian 
crisis, 'but relations between 
Moscow and the PLO have never 
been closer, with Arafat playing an 
active role as go-between for 
Moscow with the Iranians, and as a 
mediator with Third World coun- 
tries over the Soviet Intervention In 
Afghanistan. 


It seems highly unlikely, 
therefore, that the Russians would 

support Assad against the PLO. 
Their dilemma clearly lies In not go- 
ing against Assad so long as he still 
has a fighting chance of survival. 

Israel, too, appears to have been 
unable to make up its mind whether 
the fall of the Assad regime would 
suit its Interests. Although Assad 
has always been a militant oppo- 
nent of Israel, he has proved 
himself a pragmatist. 

Throughout the tortured relations 
between the Syrians and the PLO, 
there has been a special personal 
bitterness between Assad and 
Arafat. The Syrian leader has 
referred to the PLO leader in 
private conversations as **a 
treacherous and unreliable type!" 
He has even made several attempts 
to have Arafat removed from his 
PLO leadership. 

For this purpose he has used the 
Sa’eka wing of the PLO, which 
depends for its support on 
Damascus. It has operated to all In- 
tents and purposes as a counter- 
balance to Arafat's Fatah within the 
PLO. 

Sa’cka leader, Zuhelr Muhsen, was 
murdered last year. His place has 
been temporarily rilled by Azzam 
el-Qadl, wbo shares Assad’s hostili- 
ty to Amfat. (LONS)

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An American debacle 


THE REPERCUSSIONS of the dramatic failure of the U-S. 
attempt to rescue the American hostages in Teheran have only 
begun to emerge. 

In Iran itself, wild jubilation may apparently be accompanied 
by changes in the hostages’ conditions of captivity to prevent 
any further attempt to rescue them by stealth or force. Whether 
this will make it easier or still more difficult for the U.S. to try to 
secure the hostages' release by diplomatic means cannot now 
be known. 

For President Carter and his top aides there is only bitter 
frustration. Not only did the rescue attempt fail, it also effec- 
tively bars any further such effort for some time, if not com- 
pletely. 

'Throughout the world people are now second-guessing the 
President Why did he wait so tong? Why, when a rescue m i ssion 
was attempted, could equipment, of a nation that sent men to 
the moon, fail so easily? Why was such a mission so dependent 
upon three helicopters? Why was there no back-up? And was the 
decision to call off the attempt a political or technical-military 
decision? The more the drama is pondered, the more questions 


arise. 

The immediate public reaction in the U.S. was to rally around 
the President. But in an election year, and if the hostages con- 
tinue to be held for long, this goodwill will quickly dissipate and 
.affect the President’s domestic political fortunes. 

; Of more international importance, however. Is the damage to 
America's image as a power. Obviously a helicopter breakdown 
is not an index of America's military might, and its capacity to 
exercise it. But In a volatile world in which terrorism, extortion 
and conventional weaponry, even in small doses, can effectively 
nullify an overkill nuclear arsenal, this U.S. failure will in- 
evitable diminish respect for American power. 

The Soviet Union will seek to capitalize on the American mis- 
adventure in its competition with the U.S., especially in the 
Third World, and in the even more ruthless exercise of its power 
In areas it views as fit for expansion. 

This juxtaposition in perceptions of Soviet and American 
power wfll not make the world a safer place. It win only encourage 
instability. 

^Ultimately the many questions arising from the Iran debacle 
| Will have to be confronted by the American people. They will 
have to determine whether vulnerability to political and 
economic extortion, to Soviet ambition, to inconstant allies in 
Europe and elsewhere, is to be an acceptable price for tbeir 
democratic national vocation. Or whether that vocation re- 
quires a more muscular, more politically sophisticated, and 
more demanding use of power than Americans have been prone 
tp accept. 

\ In an election year these issues will be muddied rather than 
clarified by the rhetoric of campaign debate. But beyond and 
behind the hoopla they will have to be faced — and not only for 
the sake of the U.S. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


A. CHEF in Oxford, England, who 
caused £ 1.000 worth of damage at a 
restaurant in an argument about 
how to boil an egg has been sentenc- 
ed to two years in prison. 

John Fawlec, 34. pleaded guilty to 
smashing seven kitchen windows, 
.overturning a refrigerator and 
throwing food on a restaurant floor 
in a rage. 

Pawlec said he was upset, 
because he had been criticized 
about an egg he boiled. 


IN AN UNUSUAL marriage, an un- 
identified mother was married in 
Nanl.es. France, recently to a 
dockworker who was killed in an 
accident three years ago. 

French President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing gave his approval to the 
marriage in conformance with a 
1959 law authorizing posthumous 
marriages if the deceased spouse 
had clearly indicated his or her 
desire to marry the other. 

The name of the mother was not 
disclosed. She reportedly sought 
the unusual legal procedure to 
legitimize the couple's child. 


“Her mother lives in the hotel — 
she's a real good friend. Donna 
came out in January and we got 
going." he said. “You got the calf, 
you get the cow too — for the price 
of one." 

According to The Guinness Book 
of World Records, Wolfe has had 
more monogamous marriages than 
anyone in the world. The first was 
in 1927. The longest lasted five 
years and the shortest crumbled 
after 38 days. 

But he says he’s never been dis- 
illusioned with matrimony. 

“I'm In love. I'm in love. I'm 
always in love.” he crowed. "It's 
the greatest adventure next to 
death. It’s a thrill and I get more 
nervous every time. You'd think I’d 
be used to it by now." 

Wolfe's most recent wife was also 
pregnant when they married in Las 
Vegas last August. He said they 
agreed to part last November 16, 
two days after the birth of his 40th 
child, "a beautiful baby girl."

"It is probable," he wrote, "that 
some people are now considering 
Ideas for ‘destabilizing’ Ethiopia’s 
revolutionary regime, both inter- 
nally and externally." 

But who other than the Soviet 
bloc and Cuba are responsible for 
helping to "destabilize" the Horn — 
first by the military support they 
gave to Somalia and, for the last 
five years, through their massive 
arms supplies and the presence, 
even now, of 14,000 Cuban combat 
troops? 

Ever since 1976, the Western 
powers have responded to the con- 
flict in the Horn of Africa in exactly 
the way Mrs. Gandhi and others 
propose for Afghanistan; they 
meticulously abstained from 
supplying arms to any of the parties 
engaged in the conflict: they gave 
huge sums of money for economic 
aid (Ethiopia, for example, is the 
largest single recipient of Euro-

pean Economic Community aid in 
the Third World) ; and they patient- 
ly pursued diplomatic means to get 
the Cubans and Russians out of 
Ethiopia, while leaving the 
negotiations mainly to the regional 
powers. 


THIS APPROACH has met with a 
complete lack of success in the Ebnu 
so why should one suppose that it is 
likely to work any better in 
Afghanistan? 

Returning to Dr. O’Brien's views 
on the current situation. in the Horn, 
he reports that, despite his dislike 
for "European Marxism," he 
nevertheless found that the Ethio- 
pian revolution, for ail its dark 
patches, has some "Impressive 
achievements" to its credit. 

One can’t help being reminded of 
what that other famous Irish 
writer, George Bernard Shaw, 
wrote at the 'height of Italy's inva- 
sion of Ethiopia in the 1930s: 
Mussolini has succeeded in making 
the trains run on time. 

So there are “positive results" to 
be set on the side of Ethiopia's 
Colonel Mengtstu Haile Mariam’s 
revolutionary regime. But can 
these be measured against the cost 
of achieving, them any more than 
that Stalin waa entitled to praise for 
the undoubted -results he achieved 
under his enormous repression? 

What has been happening in 
Ethiopia --and what is still going 
on — is different only in scale from 
Stalin’s rule. -

RUSSIAN DROPOUTS

Sir, — The conclusions reached in 
your otherwise excellent recent ar- 
ticle on Russian dropouts are 
erroneous. 

1. The rate at which emigration 
visas are issued by Russia depends 
solely and only on the amount of 
wheat sold to Russia by the U.S. 
That's the under-the-table agree- 
ment made by the former U.S. ad- 
ministration. Scruples on mis- 
representation of “visas for Israel" 
will not affect the Russian govern- 
ment. 

2. A lot of the Jews now leaving 
Russia would not leave at all if 
Israel was the only choice. 

3. It is not true that Russian Jews 
who go to the UJS, are forever lost 
to Judaism : due to the generosity of 
the U.S. Jewish community, many 
send their children to Jewish 
dayschools. Many more Russians 
s how up in synagogues regularly. 

4. We'd all be happy if all Russian 
Jews were willing to go to Israel, 
but once they have made up their 
mind to come to the U.S. (or any 
other country), the local Jewish 
communities cannot refuse to help 
them (including helping them to 
rescue friends and relatives), par- 
ticularly since local Jewish help is 
most generously extended-by U.S. 
Government matching funds. To 
refuse help under those cir- 
cumstances would be totally con- 
trary to Jewish tradition and would 
only serve to drive the Russian 
Jews to Christian charities.

Sir, — On March 28, 1979, you 
were kind enough to publish my 
letter in which I described the 
tragic end of my wife, alter she had 
been refused - admission and 
assistance at the Rambam Hospital 
in Haifa. 

The case was investigated by a 
Court of Inquiry, of three doctors, 
who concluded that my wife’s fate 
would probably not have been 
different had she been admitted io 
hospital earlier. The then Director- 
General of the Ministry of Health, 
Prof. Shanl, nonetheless 
reprimanded the doctors involved 
and issued new and precise instruct 
lions to all hospital emergency 
rooms on how to deal vyith similar 
cases in the future. In order to pre- 
vent such tragic occurrences. 

In the meantime, a -judicial in- 
vestigation of the case has taken 
place. After long, meticulous 
questioning of all the doctors In- 
volved, Judge Micha Undenstrauss 
reached the same conclusion as the. 
Medical Court of Inquiry: the doc- 
tors had shown disregard- and lack 
of compassion for my wife’s suffer- 
ing. Moreover, the judge drew the 
attention of the Director-General of 
the Ministry of Health, Prof. 
Modan, to the fact that Dr. Klaus, In 
charge of the emergency room at 
Rambam hospital, had defiantly 
declared that he did not comply 
with the new instructions concer- 
ning the admittance and treatment 
of patients brought to hia depart-
